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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 , 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee 
et al (U.S. Pat. 6,690,944) in view of Wang (US 2006/0154633). 

Regarding claim 1 , Lee et al disclose a method for digital data transmission, in 
which the transmission is effected by modulating a carrier frequency and is disturbed 
by at least two different types of disturbance, the method comprising the following 
steps at the receiving end: step 2) determining an estimate for the signal-to- 
interference-plus-noise ratio of the received signal (see Figures 2, 5, SINR estimations 
106 for estimating a signal-to-interference-plus-noise ratio of the received signal, col. 5, 
lines 34-44, col. 10, lines 2-36); b) supplying at least the estimates determined in 
the step 2) to a decision unit, which decides on at least one dominant type of 
disturbance based on at least one predefinable decision criterion (see Figures 2-5, a 
comparison 510 for comparing between the SINR estimate and a set of power 
threshold levels (predefined decision criterion as claimed). Lee et al fail to disclose a 
step 1 ) determining an estimate for the power of the received signal. 

Wang discloses step 1) determining an estimate for the power of the received 
signal (see abstract, paragraph [0051]). It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to estimate the power of the 
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received signal as taught by Wang into the estimation of the SINR as taught Lee et al 
in order to and compare or decide on at least one dominant type of disturbance based 
on at least one pre-definable decision criterion (a threshold value). The motivation 
would obtain accuracy improvement and increase the number of symbols. 

Claim 8 is similar to claim 1 . Therefore, claim 8 is rejected under a similar 
rationale. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-7, 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Li et al (US 2002/01 19781 disclose a method and apparatus for subcarrir 
selection for systems 

Jeske et al (U.S. Pat. 7,184,497) disclose a method of estimating a signal-to- 
interference plus noise ratio (SINR). 

Nilsson et al (US 2002/0137485) disclose a method and apparatus for classifying 
interference.
